Early  Recollection*.

In  the  year  132-,  back  of  what  v.-ns  then 

the  Iowli  of  C  ,  on  the  Bank  Lick  road, 

there  was  one  of  those  places  called  a  gro- 
cery— places  where  have  been  generated 
more  vice  and  crime  than  in  any  dozen  sinks 
of  other  names  put  together.  A  half  dozen 
or  more  men  from  the  country  had  been 
down  to  Cincinnati  with  a  four  horse  wagon 
load  of  produce  to  sell.  Having  disposed  of 
it,  bought  a  few  articles,  and  being  on  their 
return  home,  they  stopped  in  nt  the  grocery 
and  took  their  drinks.  Abo'it  the  time  they 
were  coming  out  of  the  place,  an  o!J.  excite- 

ab'.e  Dutchman,  by  the  name  of  R  ,  was 

passing  by  in  company  with  two  young  men. 
He  was  telling  them  in  an  excited  way, 
of  the  loss  of  a  law  suit  which  had  been  de. 
cided  against  him,  about  a  yoke  of  oxeD,  on 

that  morning  at  X  .    Hij  loud  tfuking 

attracted  the  men  who  were  coming  out  of 
the  gTocery,  and  they  commenced  hallowing 
at  the  Dutchman,  and  throwing  stonea  at 
him  and  the  young  men.  This  conduct  ag- 
gravated the  old  man  very  much,  and  iu 
spite  of  the  advice  of  the  two  young  men,  be 
would  stop  nt  Esquire  A—'?,  who  litad 
on  the  side  of  the  hill,  to  lodye  a  complaint 
against  the  countrymen.    It  happened  thst 

Esquire  A  was  not  at  home ;  and  by  the 

time  the  old  man  came  cut  of  the  house,  the 
countrymen,  with  their  wagon,  were  nearly 
up  to  the  house,  when  some  of  thenx  again 
threw  stones  at  the  old  man  and  his  com- 
panion;;. 

They  walked  on  briskly  until  they  got  on 
to  the  top  of  the  hill,  when  the  old  man  re- 
marked that  it  was  too  bad  to  be  treated  in 
that  wey,  and  he  would  otop  until  the  coun- 
trymen came  up  and  shame  them  for  such 
conduct,  if  he  could  do  nothing  more.  The 
youog  men  advised  him  not  to  stop,  as  the 
countrymen  were  drunk,  and  might  do  him 
some  injury ;  but  he  would  not  take  their  ad- 
vice. When  the  wagon  came  up  all  were 
in  riding  but  one  man,  who  had  been 
walking  behind  the  wagon  to  scotch  the 
wheels  when  tho  horses  stopped  to  rest 
The  wagon  passed  some  little  di.^.ance  ahead 
of  the  old  man  and  ins  companions  and  the 
countryman  who  was  walking. 

The  old  man  begun  to  shame  the  country- 
tpan  for  throwing  stones  at  him.  The  coun- 
tryman denied  it  was  lie.  The  old  man  in- 
sisted he  had  seen  him  throwing.  Thecoun- 
tryman  remarked  if  the  old  man  ssid  so 
again,  he  would  knock  him  down.  The  old 
man  repeated  it,  when  he  was  knocked  down 
by  a  blow  and  the  countryman  took  up  a 
atone  and  with  one  blow  broke  the  old  man's 
skull  just  above  his  right  eye.  At  this,  the 
others  with  the  wagon  came  running  back, 
gathering  stones  as  they  came,  and  took 
after  the  two  young  men,  who  fled  for  their 
safety.  The  old  man  was  found  by  some 
persons  pa&sing,  and  carried  home.  His 
family  sent  for  an  Indian  doctor  then  living 

in  C  ,  who  came,  and  with  a  spoon  handle 

he  used  as  a  spatchel  to  spread  his  plasters, 
he  commenced  scraping  away  the  dirt  and 
blood  from  the  wound  and  taking  out  the 
fragments  of  bones.  The  d'»  tvmaler  had  been 
perforated,  and  a  small  portion  of  brains  was 
oozing  out.  The  doctor  put  the  end  of  his 
spoon  handle  in  to  probe  the  depth  of  the 
wound 

On  the  trial  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the 
murder  (for  the  old  man  never  spoke  after 
he  was  struck,  but  died  the  same  day),  the 
spoon  handle  cut  a  very  conspicuous  figure, 
as  a  witness  proved  the  doctor  run  it  into  the 
wound  the  length  of  his  finger.  This,  and 
one  other  point  in  the  testimony,  saved  the 
accused  from  being  bM>g» 

The  young  men  proved  that  the  man  who 
kill  oi  the  Dutchman  had  on  jeans  panta- 
loons, was  in  hi-  shirt  sleeves,  and  wore  a 
white  hat,  nnd  was  the  same  man  whothrew 
the  first  stone  down  at  the  grocery.  The 
evidence  for  the  defense  proved  that  another 
man,  dreosed  as  described,  threw  the  fitst 
stone  at  the  grocery. 

Here  was  first,  the  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  prisoner  was  them3n  who  gave  the  blow ; 
and  second,  the  doubt  whether  the  blow  or 
the  spoon  handle  killed  the  man — and  the 
accused  was  acquitted. 

When  I  go  into  the  old  court  house  in 

N  ,  this  trial  comes  up  in  memory,  as 

it  was  my  first  criminal  case,  and  I  had  never 
made  an  effort  at  a  speech  before,  to  a  crowd- 
ed audience,  many  of  whom  were  ladies. 
For  a  few  minutes  after  I  began,  I  saw  neither 
court,  jury,  or  audience,  for  all  was  in  per- 
fect darkness  before  me. 

The  prisoner's  old  father  and  mother  sat 
behind  m«  during  the  trial,  and  as  I  arose 
to  begin  the  defense,  the  old  lady  said,  with 
a  tone  I  have  never  forgotten  ;  '  Save  my 
son  from  death." 

The  trial  created  much  interest  and  feeling 
in  thecommunity,  which  extended  itselfto  the 
senior  counsel  of  the  priaoner — the  people 
charging  them  with  a  great  wrong  in  aiding 
the  prisoner  to  escape  punishment.  But  as 
I  was  a  beginner  they  passed  me  by 

So  much  excitement  was  created  that  the 
jurors  were  much  annoyed  for  n  time  by  the 
comments  upon  their  action.  Dry  bones 
were  hung  up  in  front  of  some  of  their  dwel- 
lings, and  their  names  placarded  in  annoying 

ways.    Msj.  P         and  W.  W.  S   were 

my  seniors  in  the  management  of  the  de- 
fense.   Msj.  W  prosecuted;  Judge  R.  O. 

E.  presided. 

They  are  all  dead,  as  well  as  many  of 
those  "whose  bright  eyes  and  sunny  laces 
grated  the  occasion  With  their  presence. 

How  1  love  to  call  up  in  memory  the 
friends  of  my  younger  years,  whose  cheering 
words  and  encouraging  advice  kept  me  often 
from  giving  up  in  despondency.  To  their 
kindness  I  have  felt  indebted  in  a  great  de- 
gree for  success  in  life.

Letter  from  Hon.  Arch .  Dixon. 

Henderson,  Dec.  12,  I  860. 
T>  Hit  Frreflrney,  Gov.  Magrffinr- 

Dkvk.Sir: — At  the  roquMt of  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  people  ot  Southern  Kentucky,  I 
take  tlii.-i  method  of  urging  upon  you  the  im- 
portance of- calling  an  extra  session  of  the 
Legislature,  at  the  earliest  day  practicable, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  threatening 
political  aspect  of  the  country,  ami  lo  con- 
sult together  upon  the  proper  position  lor 
Kentucky  to  assume  in  t  It  i~.  important  crisis 
Ami  in  making  known  this  request  to  you,  I 
take  occasion  to  give  my  own  view  s  upon  the 
present  altitude  of  public  nllairs. 

From  present  indications  it  in  clear  that 
the  slavery  agitation  is  rapidly  approaching 
its  culminating  point,  and  the  settlement  of 
this  tiietractin"  question  upon  some  principle 
that  will  be  fair  ami  just  to  the  people  of 
everv  section  of  this  confederacy,  is  alike  de- 
manded by  the  people  of  all  the  States  of 
the  Union.  The  right  of  a  State  to  secede 
trnni  the  Union  is  claimed  by  one  Section, 
and  denied  by  another;  the  rigfat  of  a  State 
to  nullify  laws  made  by  pOngreaSta  claimed 
by  some  of  the  people  of  the  extreme  North 
and  the  extreme  South — ami  all,  or  any,  of 
which  rights,  if  carried  into  practical  effect, 

puts  an  end  to  tin-existing  government.  For 
a  government  that  cannot  prevent  its  own 
dismemberment,  or  execute  its  own  laws, 
c  ases  lo  have  any  binding  force,  or  be  of 
anv  value  to  those  for  whose  benetit  it  was 
created,  1  suppose  it  will  not  be  questioned, 
that  if  one  Slate  has  a  right  to  secede  from 
the  Union,  another  has,  and  that  if  Massa- 
chusetts, and  other  northern  States,  have  the 
light  to  nullity  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law, 
Souili  Carolina  and  other  southern  States 
have  the  right  to  nullity  the  Revenue  Laws 
passed  by  Congress,  The  right  to  nullity  an 
net  of  Congress  by  State  authority  i*  claim- 
ed by  Massachusetts  and  other  northern 
StftK-"  as n Constitutional  means ol  crippling 
the  slave  institutions  of  the  southern  States. 
And  the  right  of  secession,  as  well  as  nulli- 
ti  :»tion.  is  claimed  by  South  Carolina,  and 
oilier  southern  States,  as  a  measure  of  self- 
defense  against  northern  aggression  Ml  of 
this,  in  my  judgment,  whetnerdone  by  north- 
ern or  southern  States,  is  wrong — and  in  ef- 
fect, revolution.  Admitting,  however,  these 
rights  to  be  constitutional,  and  whither  con- 
stitutional or  not,  they  are  about  to  be  cxer- 
i  ised,  ami  to  some  extent  have  been  al- 
ready exercised  by  some  of  the  northern 
Stittes,  the  question  arises,  under  this  pre- 
sentation of  the  case,  what  is  the  remedy  for 
existing  cvthtT  What  can  be  done  to  prevent 
tin!  total  destruction  of  the  Government,  and 
vet  do  justice  to  every  section  of  the  eonfed- 

•  racv  '  Shall  theOovernmentlnarch  through 
the  territories  of  an  unoffending  State  a 
mighty  army  to  compel  a  resisting  State  to 
execute  the  fugitive  Slave  Law  ?  No  one 
enn  doubt  the  fonstitutionnl  right  to  do  so, 
but  who,  in  a  time  of  excitement  like  this, 
will  advocate  the  policy?  For  the  two  ex- 
tremes of  the  country  agree  as  to  the  consti- 
tutional right  of  the'  States  to  nullify  such 
law  -  nf  Congress  as  they  do  not  like,  anil  of 
courre  would  unite,  however  Opposed  in  oth- 
er things,  iu  maintaining  against  the  power 
of  thu  Government  this  right  Shall  theGov- 

i  rnment,  if  some  or  all  of  the  southern  State.-, 
secede,  force  them  at  the  point  of  the  buyo- 
net  back  into  the  Union?  Can  it  be  don*, 
even  if  the  Government  desired  to  do  so  ? 
The  first  <lrop  of  fraternal  blood  shed  by 
Government  troops,  in  an  attempt  to  force  a 
Stat t  back  into  the  Union,  after  she  has  de- 
liberately gone  out  of  it,  will  be  the  signal 
lor  the  arming  of  all  the  iierce  spirits  of  the 
nation,  and  will  cause  from  every  hill  top, 
from  the  centre  to  the  circumference  of  this 
ftreat  country,  to  blaze  in  iinextinguishahle 
wrath  the  fires  of  civil  war  And  when  the 
war  is  over,  will  the  country  be  saved?  Will 
the  Constitution  be  saved  ?  Will  the  Union 
be  preserved?    The  future  of  our  country 

ii  before  us,  but  the  gloom  that  hangs  over 
it  like  a  pull,  w  ho  shall  penetrate  it  f  From 
the  ruins  of  the  noblest  Government  the 
world  ever  saw,  will  there  be  left  statesman 
-hip  and  skill  siirticient  to  gather  up  and  re- 
construct its  shattered  and  broken  timbers? 
So  State  complains  of  the  Government — no 
State  has  tause  of  complaint  against  the 
Government — they  complain  of  each  other: 
but  is  that  a  reason  for  destroying  the  Gov- 
ernment, which  was  intended  to  protect,  ami 
does  protect  them  all?  When  the  ship  is 
tossed  upon  the  heaving  billows,  would  it  be 
wise  in  the  crew  to  scuttle  her  as  a  means  of 
safetv?  Or  rather,  would  not  wisdom  sug- 
gest, if  she  has  any  weak  points  about  her 
that  (li<ey  should  be  strengthened?  And  not 
tlint  she  should  be  broken  in  pieces,  that 
each  tnau  might  seize  on  some  Boating  litu- 
l>cr  to  bear  him  over  the  whelming  waves  to 
the  haven  of  safely  ?  Alas,  on  what  timbers 
shall  the  people  ol  this  country  seize,  when 
the  noblest  ship  ti'  State  that  ever  carried 
the  fortunes  of  a  ,treat  and  mighty  nation 
shall  sink  beneath  the  stormy  waves  of  fac- 
tion and  revolution?  Should  we  not.  each 
<oati  of  us,  resolve  to  stand  by  the  noble  ves- 
sel, should  we  not  still  continue  to  walk 
proudly  her  decks,  and  w  ith  the  Hag  of  our 
country  waving  over  her,  shout  to  each  other 
in  the  pauses  of  the  storm,  And  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  immortal  lino,  ■  Don't  give  up 
the  ship!" 

Secession  and  nulliiiealiou,  what  are  they  ? 
and  w  hen  carried  iito  practical  effect,  can 
(Jiey  accomplish  aiy  good,  or  remedy  any 
evils?  None  whatever,  Incidit  in  Sryltam 
.;iu  Villi  viture  I'han/tdim.  What  then  shall 
lie  Aoue  in  ibis  hour  of  darkness  and  peril  to 
..ur  country  ?  Thatthesouthern  Stales  have 
jinu  eau*e  of  complaint  against  some  of  the 
pttflt  «*!  the  northern  Stales,  cannot  be  de- 
nied. Use  election  of  a  President  upon  a 
principle  purely  sectional,  and  hostile  to  the 
institution*  of  another  section,  was  a  wrong 
and  an  instill,  but  th'w  was  done,  not  by  a 
majority  of  ill*  peo|4*,  but  by  a  minority 
jae^ofding  to  the  forms  of  the  Constitution 
-Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  people  of  the  Unit 
ed  'Suites  denounce  the  act  us  an  outrage, 
and  m-yiidiate  it  as  a  wrong,  and  the  Pre'si- 
.dent  so  «-iected  must  come  into  ofheo  {not 
into  powers  an  object  of  pity,  and  not  of  tear 
^•'or  he  is  utterly  powerless  without  the  aid 
.mwI  assistance. «  those  who  opposed  his  elec- 
tion and  the  principles  on  which  it  was  ae- 
.  oinptisbed.  Other  wrongs  have  been  done, 
out  i-j  there  no  mode  of  r«Jressing  them. but 
4>v  the  ilrktixtctinn  of  the  Government  ?  Shall 
«*e  not  at  least  be  prudent,  and  |io!  rash,  in 
whatever  we  may  do  at  this  critical  ptriod  ? 

•  sulfas  not  we,  who  are  of  the  slave  State*,*/} 
consult  together  in  a  spirit  of  moderation  and 
with  a  patriotic  and  anxious  .Ipsire  to  save 
the  country  ?  /  ttghfdxe  not  at  le:W  lo  make 
an  effort  to«gre«  i*s  U,  w  hat  bad  hestb«j£>ne 
limb  i  thf  rryiii|i,rirc— iXsin  i  n  And  would 
ii  be  asking  too  much  of  cksith  Carolina, 
ixnt  other  States,  to  panne  ant  gi»'c  time  tor 
reflection,  before  taking  flie  fatal  step  that 
fiiiay  toll  iin.  death  knell  of  the  Union  ?  And 
should  not  fbe.  Slate  of  Louisiana,  having 
w  ithin  her  Lor.  lers  the  commercial  emporium 
which  commands  the  entire  trade  of  the 
great  valleys  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
rivers,  more  particularly  at  this  lime  pursue 


a  wise  and  conservative  course?  For  much 
depends  on  her  wisdom  and  forbearance  in  a 
satisfactory  and  equitable  adjustment  of  our 
difficulties 

All  the  slave  States  have  a  common  in- 
terest in  protecting  the  institution  of  slavery, 
and  ought  not  every  State  so  interested  to  be 
consulted,  before  any  one  of  them  takes  a 
step  that  may  be  productive  in  the  end  of 
ruin  to  the  whole  of  them  ?  And  if  after 
this  all  efforts  should  fail  and  the  govern- 
ment at  last  has  to  be  destroyed,  had  not  the 
States  better  separate  in  peace,  and  by  mu- 
tual agreement. 

I  havesnid  that  it  would  be  bad— it  would 
be  u  fatal  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  attempt  to  coerce  a  State  back  into 
the  Union  after  she  had  deliberately  gone 
out  of  it.  The  States  can  only  be  kept  to- 
gether by  mutual  forbearance  and  a  deter- 
mination on  the  part  of  each  to  do  justice  to 
the  others.  For  by  coercion  (to  use  the  lan- 
guage of  another)  "what  do  we  propose  to 
ourselves?  To  convince?  The  sword  never 
convinces;  it  subjects.  Is  it  our  purpose  to 
subject,  if  wc  cannot  convince,  our  fellow- 
citizens  of  South  Carolina?  But  it  is  utter- 
ly at  variance  with  the  spirit  of  our  Govern- 
ment to  have,  in  our  midst,  subjects  kept 
local  by  force.  And  if  it  were  not,  South 
Carolina,  if  she  lack  judgment,  has  spirit 
and  too  much  courage  to  Submit  to  the  deg- 
radation. A  political  creed  cannot,  any 
more  than  a  religious  one,  be  thrust  upon 
brave  men  by  force. 

In  certain  eases  numbers  suffice  to  confer 
consideration.  When  numbers  combine  tor 
an  unlawful  object,  the  offense  changes  its 
character.  That  which,  in  six  men,  is  role 
bery,  becomes  warfare  in  sixty  thousand. 
The  difference  in  rebellion  and  revolution 
lies  chiefly  in  numbers.  Hail  Washington 
struck  for  liberty  and  independence  at  the 
head  ol  fifty  followers  only,  and  had  he  and 
his  men  been  captured,  they  might,  w  ithout 
outraging  civilization,  have  been  hanged  as 
rebels.  But  with  Washington  at  the  head 
of  fifty  thousand,  the  British  Government 
felt  constrained  to  regard  their  colonial  pris- 
oners as  any  other  captives  taken  in  war; 
and  to  allow  them  the  mercy  which,  in  such 
cases,  the  law  of  nations  prescribe. 

And  thus  it  is  when  opposition  is  made  to 
theauthoritv  Of  the  United  States.  II  it  be 
by  a  handful  of  men,  we  may  coerce  them  ; 
it  is  fitting  that  we  should.  But  what  we 
can  properly  do  in  the  caseof  thirty  or  three 
hundred,  may  assume  the  aspect  of  tyranny 
if  w  e  have  to  deal  with  three  hundred  thous- 
sand,  provided  they  are  united  in  sentiment 
ami  acting  with  unanimity.  And  the  ques- 
tion is  not  whether  they  have  sufficient  cause 
for  secession,  but  whether,  in  point  of  fact, 
they  are  united  in  the  resolution  to  secede." 

But  be  this  as  it  may,  that  some  of  the 
States  w  ill  secede,  I  have  no  doubt,  nor  do  I 
doubt  that  the  separation  will  be  final,  unless 
a  reconciliation  can  be  effected  upon  princi- 
ples of  fairness  and  equality  to  all  the  States 

And  believing  that  no  force  can  or  ought 
to  be  used,  todrivethem  back  into  the  Union, 
it  will  follow,  that  in  such  a  stnte  of  case 
(for  the  Union  will  be  virtually  dissolved) 
each  Stale  will  be  at  liberty  to  act  for  itself 
in  making  a  new  Constitution,  or  in  entering 
into  any  agreement  which  self-preservation 
may  demand,  with  any  or  all  the  rest  of  the 
Stales.  And  as  the  only  cause  of  difficulty 
and  alienation  between  the  States  bus  grown 
out  of  the  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
Northern  and  Southern  States,  as  to  the  true 
meaning  and  construction  of  the  Federal 
Constitution  on  the  subject  of  slave  property; 
and  believing  that  the  Union  of  all  the  Stales 
under  the  federal  Constitution  will  be,  as  it 
has  been,  productiveof  counties  and  inappre- 
ciable blessings  to  all  the  people  of  the 
Slates,  I  propose,  in  case  of  secession,  as  a 
plan  for  bringing  about  a  better  understand- 
ing between  them,  and  for  restoring  or  pre- 
serving the  Constitution  and  the  Union,  as 
the  (  use  may  be,  that  a  convention  be  called 
as  speedily  as  possible  of  all  the  slaveholding 
Stales.  1  propose  calling  M  convention  of 
slaveholding  States  only,  because  tbey  alone 
are  aggrieved,  and  because  they  ba\V  been 
wronged  by  individual  States,  and  not  by 
the  Government,  and  because  when  they 
agree  as  lo  what  their  wrongs  are,  the  power 
to  redress  them  is  not  iu  the  Government, 
but  in  the  States  themselves  that  have  com- 
mitted the  wrongs,  and  because  1  still  have 
au  abiding  faith  that  there  is  left  iu  the  free 
Stales  patriotism  and  liberality  enough  to 
do  justice  to  their  sister  States,  when  fifteen 
of  them  iua  body  ask  it  at  their  hands. 

I  propose  in  the  calling  of  such  a  conven- 
tion that  such  of  the  States  as  may  attend 
shall  adopt  such  amendments  and  explana- 
tions of  the  Constitution  on  the  subject  of 
slavery  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  south- 
ern Slates  Second,  that  the  Constitution  so 
amended  and  explained,  be  presented  to  each 
of  the  Slates  for  its  adoption  or  rejection  of 
the  amendments.  That  all  States  ratifying 
them  shall  be  bound  by  them.  The  slave 
States  that  are  for  the  Union,  upon  terms  ot 
equality  with  the  free  States,  will  not  hesi- 
tate to  adopt  them;  and  ihe  other  slave 
States,  if  any  there  be,  must,  from  the  neces- 
sity of  the  case,  sooner  or  later  ratify  them. 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Indiana, 

Illinois,  ami  Iowa,  will,  from  a  common  in- 
terest w  ith  the  other  States  bordering  on  the 
great  rivers  I  ihio  arid  Missississippi,  at  once 
adopt  them,  while  the  great  State  of  New 
York,  ever  alive  to  her  own  commercial  and 
manufacturing  interests,  and  knowing  how 
much  they  would  be  promoted  by  an  alli- 
ance with  the  Middle  and  Cotton  States, 
would  not  be  long,  if  not  foremost,  in  giving 
in  her  adhesion  to  them.  The  rest  of  the 
States  would  in  a  short  time  follow,  of  course. 

In  making  the  above  suggestions,  I  am 
advising  the  course  adopted  in  the  formation 
of  the  present  Constitution  J  that  instrument 
having  beet)  tirsl  agreed  on  in  convention  of 
all  the  thirteen  States,  and  then  submitted 
to  each  State  for  its  separate  ratification. 
There,  were  at  first  many  objections  raised  to 
it,  but  after  some  two  years  or  more,  all  the 
States  became  united  under  it,  and  all  the 
Stales  will  again  become  united  (even  if 
dissolution  should  unfortunately  occur)  un- 
der one  government,  on  the  plnn  I  have  here 
suggested.  But  in  any  event,  New  York, 
New  .lersey.  Pennsylvania,  and  all  the  States, 
whether  slave  or  free,  bordering  on  the  rivers 
and  Mississippi,  and  their  tributaries, 
will  at  once  see  how  necessary  ami  important 
to  them  it  will  be  to  form  such  a  Union  and 
live  iu  harmony  and  peace  under  such  a  con- 
stitution. For  such  a  Union  with  such  guar- 
antees in  the  Constitution,  they  will  and 
must,  sooner  or  later,  form.  But,  if  none  of 
the  Stales,  should  secede,  still  as  a  means  ot 
settling  forever  the  slavery  agitation.  I  am 
jfctjsfieil  that  although  not  conformable  to 
the  luoj,"  pointed  out  in  the  Constitution  for 
its  ameudin.ii!,  yet  amendments  so  agreed 
to,  would,  in  view  ot  the  necessity  of  preserv- 
ing the  Union,  be  acquie«c^  in  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  people  of  every  State.  Jj  is  true 
that  thl  mode  of  amendment  would  bi-  U 
gOiTje  exteijv  revolutionary,  but  then  ah  ad- 
mil  the  ;iglo.  ft  revolution,  when  the  neces- 
sity for  revolution  exists.  And  amendments 
thus  made  by  the  peaceful  and  free  consent 
of  the  people,  would  be  as  binding  as  if  made 
after  passing  through  rivers  of  blood,  and 
over  fields  of  slaughtered  eiti.-ens.    The  ex- 


planations and  amendments  lo  lha  Constitu- 
tion which  I  would  sugest,are  as  follows: 

Explanation. — That  the  right  of  property 
is  not  derived  from  the  Federal  Constitution, 
but  exists  independent  of  it ;  that  the  Federal 
Constitution  was  not  made  to  destroy,  but  to 
protect  the  citizen,  in  the  use  and  enjoyment  of 
his  property;  t  hat  slaves,as  held  by  the  citizens 
of  some  of  the  States,  are  property,  and  as  such 
entitled  to  all  the  protection,  whether  in  the 
States  where  it  exists,  or  in  the  Territories  of 
Ihe  United  States,  that  other  property  is 
entitled  to  under  the  Constitution. 

AMENDMENTS. 

1st.  That  whenever  a  Territory,  prepara- 
tory to  its  ad  mission  as  a  State  into  the  Union, 
having  inhabitants  equal  to  the  number  re- 
quired for  a  representative  in  Congress,  and 
having  made  a  State  Constitution,  and  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  vote  of  the  people  of  such 
Territory,  shall  apply  for  admission,  it  shall 
be  admitted,  whatever  may  be  its  provisions 
in  regard  to  slavery,  upon  au  equal  footing 
w  ith  the  rest  of  the  States. 

2d.  That  Congress  shall  have  no  power 
to  pass  any  law  prohibiting  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States  from  taking  their  slaves 
into  Ihe  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and 
from  having  the  full  use  and  enjoyment  of 
their  labor  in  such  Territories. 

3d.  That  Congress  shall  have  no  power  lo 
pass  nny  law  interfering  with  the  slave 
trade  between  the  different  States. 

4th.  That  Congress  shall  not  pass  any  law 
in  Ihe  District  of  Columbia,  which  will  en- 
danger the  peace  and  safety  of  the  slave- 
holding  States,  or  which  will  in  any  wise 
impair  their  right  to  slave  property  either  in 
the  States  or  in  the  said  District. 

5th.  That  Congress  shall  pass  no  law  re- 
pealing or  impairing  the  efficacy  of  the  fugi- 
tive Slave  Law,  but  shall  pns.s  all  such  laws 
its  may  be  necessary  to  cause  persons  held  to 
slavery  in  one  Stnte,  and  escaping  into  an- 
other, lo  hedelivered  uptotheir  owners  upou 
proper  application. 

6th.  That  no  State  shall  pass  auy  law  to 
prevent  the  return  of  slaves  to  their  own- 
ers, upon  application  made  for  them  accord- 
ing to  the  Constitution  and  the  law  s  made  in 
pursuance  thereof. 

I  make  these  suggestions  from  no  vain- 
glorious desire  to  obtrude  my  opinions  on 
the  public  in  this  important  crisis  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  country — but  from  a  conscien- 
tious belief  that  the  amendments  proposed 
ought  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  people  of 
every  section  of  the  Union,  and  from  an  anx- 
ious wish  to  contribute,  as  far  as  I  can,  lo 
the  settlement  of  a  question  w  hich  threatens 
the  ruin  and  overthrow  of  Ihe  best  govern- 
ment the  world  ever  saw.  I  make  them  to 
prevent  wars  between  the  States,  and  all  the 
horrors  that  would  flow  from  them.  I  make 
them  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the 
citizens  of  the  States,  which  would  be  swal 
lowed  up  in  the  vortex  of  revolution.  I 
make  them  that  the  commerce  of  all  the 
States  may  be  protected,  and  the  nation  saved 
from  hopeless  bankruptcy,  and  the  citizens 
of  every  State  from  irremediable  ruiu.  I 
make  ihem  that  wc  mnv  not,  by  the  ruin  of 
our  free  institutions,  become  a  by-word  and  a 
reproach  in  the  mouths  of  all  civilized  na- 
tions, and  our  Q&mefl  handed  down  to  the 
latest  posterity  as  the  assassins  of  liberty.  I 
make  them  that  the  lone  star  of  a  single 
Stnte  may  not  shine  upon  its  weakened  and 
distracted  people — not  to  cheer  them  with 
hope  of  future  greatness  and  prosperity  as  a 
nation,  but  in  mockery  of  their  degradation 
and  ruin,  as  contrasted  w  ith  the  greatness 
and  glory  of  the  Republic  of  which  they 
were  a  constituent  member.  Trusting  that 
the  wise  counsel  of  yourself,  and  ihe  repre- 
sentatives ol  this  great  commonwealth,  may 
do  much  toward  the  restoration  of  the  peace 
and  harmony  of  a  distracted  country,

Call  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Lexington  Statesman,  as  it  certainly 
has  a  right  to  do,  opposes  the  call  of  the 
Legislature,  even  in  this  tremendous  crisis  of 
the  Union.  But  its  mode  of  expression  does 
nol  seem  to  us  very  happy,  when,  with  sweep- 
ing arrogance  it  applies  to  those  who  favor 
the  call,  the  offensive  epithets  of  clamorers, 
speculators,  bank  debtors,  bank  intriguers, 
hank  suspensionists,  relietists,  sheriffs  seek- 
ing more  time  to  collect  revenue,  Sic,  ice. 
The  style  and  spirit  of  such  language  are  not 
in  the  very  best  taste,  even  though  adopted 
by  an  elitor  standing  in  intimate  official  re- 
lations to  the  Governor.  Among  those  w  ho 
favor  the  call,  are  earnest  and  honest  patri- 
ots and  wise  Statesmen,  to  whom  the  epi- 
thets and  implied  motives  attributed  by  the 
Statesman,  are  utterly  misapplied.  The  vol- 
nbleness  which  pours  out  such  flippant  epi- 
thets, as  discourteous  as  unjust,  is  hardly  in 
keeping  with  the  gravity  and  dignity  of  an 
organ  so  near  the  Governor.  That  designing 
and  bad  men  may  found  unworthy  views  on 
the  assemblage  of  the  Legislature,  may  pos- 
sibly be  true;  but  even  if  so,  the  argument 
founded  thereon  against  the  call,  is  too  feeble 
to  be  dignified  by  reply.  II  the  Governor 
has  good  reasons  for  not  calling  the  Legisla- 
ture, let  them  be  decorously  staled,  and  the 
public  will  respect  them  and  him  ;  but  im- 
putations upon  the  motives  of  those  who 
favor  the  call,  classing  nil  who  do  w  ith  des- 
picable characters,  is  inconsistent  with  taste, 
policy  or  justice.  But  we  sincerely  exempt 
the  Governor  irom  all  suspicion  of  using  or 
countenancing  such  language — he  is  a  gen- 
tleman too  w  ell-bred  for  that.  But  we  must 
■ay,  while  we  are  prepared  to  bow  respect- 
fully to  the  force  of  any  sound  reasons  against 
a  call — should  any  such  be  disclosed — that 
we  stand  unaffectedly  amazed  that  tberecan 
he  any  hesitation,  doubt  or  delay,  at  such  a 
perilous  lime  as  this,  when  the  Union  is  vir- 
tually disrupted,  the  Federal  Government 
vp-tlially  paralyzed  and  dissolved,  and  Ken- 
tucky compelled,  nolens  nolens,  lo  define  and 
establish  anew  her  future  political  relations 
— we  say  we  are  amazed  at  the  delay  in  call- 
ing ihe  Legislature  together  to  consider  a 
crisis  so  momentous.

Magoffin  w  ill  soon  feel  himself  obliged  by 
public,  interest  and  public  sentiment  to  con- 
vene the  Legislature,  and  that  when  he 
yields  to  his  sense  of  duty,  be  will  perform 
it  gracefully  and  earnestly,  like  a  gentleman 
and  a  patriot,  as  he  is,  without  imputing  de- 
rogatory motive  to  any  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
and  least  of  all,  classing  some  of  his  truest 
triends  with  herds  of  disreputable  characters. 
It  is  inconceivable  that  the  sovereign  people 
of  Kentucky  can  remain  silent  and  passive 
spectators  of  the  tremendous  revolutionary 
scenes  enacting  around  them  and  involving 
their  future  political  relations,  and  let  our 
State  drift  like  a  floating  log  on  a  swollen  tide 
where  it  may.  They  will  demand  the  as- 
semblage of"  their  Legislature  and  perhaps 
a  Convention  too;  and  that  their  will  cannot 
kg  safely  ignored.

South  Carolina  has  Seceded. 

On  Thursday  last  the  Somh  Carolina  Con- 
vention at  Charleston,  passed  by  an  unani- 
mous vote  the  ordinance  of  secession.  The 
following  is  the 

ordinance: 
We,  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  in  con- 
vention assembled,  do  declare  and  ordain 
that  the  ordinance  adopted  by  us  in  the  con- 
vention of  the  23d  of  May,  1778,  whereby 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was 
rallied,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State,  ratifying 
amendments  to  the  said  constitution,  are 
fc«Tfby  repealed,  and  the  Union  now  existing 
between  South  Cnrolina  and  the  other  States, 
under  the  name  of  the  United  Slates  of 
America,  is  hereby  DISSOLVED. 

What  effect  this  mad  prank  of  the  fool 
unatics  will  have  upon  the  small  portion  of 
the  world  which  is  excluded  from  their  bor- 
ders, remains  to  be  seen.  If  we  had  a  man 
in  the  Presidential  chair,  this  South  Carolina 
farce  would  end  where  it  begun,  in  smoke, 
bringing  down  upon  South  Carolina  the  con- 
tempt of  the  civilized  world  for  the  second 
time.  But  the  United  States  at  this  time  be- 
ing afflicted  with  James  Buchanan,  and  de- 
prived of  a  President,  it  is  impossible  to  fore- 
tell the  result.  We  have,  however,  an  abid 
ing  confidence  in  the  good  sense  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  ami  the  time  has  now 
arrived  when  the  people  must  arise  in  their 
majesty  ami  take  the  affairs  of  Govern- 
ment from  the  hands  of  the  politicians 
who  have  brought  these  difficulties  upou 
the  country.  We  cannot  believe  that  the 
millions  of  people  who  are  satisfied  and 
happy  in  the  Union,  will  permit  a  few  hot 
headed  fools,  like  Rhett,  Keitt  and  Yancey, 
to  destroy  this  glorious  confederacy ;  a  monu- 
ment of  wisdom  and-  statesmanship,  which 
a  million  such  fanatics  could  not  conceive 
and  execute  in  a  million  of  years.  Butsome- 
thing  must  be  done,  and  done  quickly.  The 
nation  has  been  amusing  itself  in  witnessing 
the  fantastic  tricks  which  these  cotton  trait- 
ors have  been  cutting  before  high  heaven, 
until  it  is  now  no  laughing  matter.

This  class  is  increasing,  and  will  continue  to 
increase,  until  the  sensible  men  of  the  State 
arouse  from  their  lethargy  and  take  com- 
mand of  public  affairs,  and  give  a  tone  to 
public  sentiment  in  Kentucky. 

W  e  repeat,  that  something  must  be  done, 
and  that  quickly.  But  what?  We  don't 
know.  Wiser  heads  than  ours  must  deter- 
mine. We  have  a  clear  perception  ot  the 
necessity  for  immediate  action  on  the  part  of 
Kentucky,  but  confess  to  a  very  indistinct 
idea  of  the  proper  remedy.  It  is  evident, 
however,  that  military  companies  of  "Minute 
men"  and  half-grown  boys,  dressed  in  red 
breeches,  with  muffs  on  their  heads,  are  not 
quite  up  to  the  present  crisis.  What  Ken- 
tucky is  suffering  for  now,  is  the  want  of 
MEN'.  li  we  have  any,  let  them  come 
forth. 


The  President's  Fast  Day. 

The  President  of  the  United  States- 
James  Buchanan — has  appointed  the  4th 
of  January  as  a  day  ol  lasting,  humiliation, 
and  prayer.

It  seems  tousasolemn  mockery;  awicked 
farce  A  man  who  has  been  false  to  every 
public  and  private  pledge:  a  man  who  has 
sworn  fifty  times  or  more  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution oi  the  United  States,  and  who  sees 
it  trampled  upon  daily,  and  makes  no  attempt 
to  rescue  it  from  the  handn  of  the  spoilers; 
he  turn  pious  in  the  throes  of  political  death 
and  become  a  national  class  leader!  Ex- 
cuse us;  we  are  skeptical  in  all  that  is  reli- 
gious about  him.  He  might  have  made  a 
very  good  monk.

The  Government  of  South  Cnrolina 

If  South  Carolina  should  be  permitted  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  carry  out  her 
treasonable  designs,  and  should  she  succeed 
so  far  in  her  experiment  as  to  attempt  to  es 
tablish  a  government  of  her  own,  it  would 
doubtless  be  a  curious  affair.  The  undis- 
guised sentiments  of  her  leaders  indicate  that 
it  would  be  anything  but  Democratic.  It 
would  probably  be  what  might  with  great 
propriety  be  termed  a  snobocracy.  Her  rich 
land  holders  have  bec-n  educated  in  the  idea 
that  defiance  of  law  and  wholsome  restraint 
is  a  mark  of  superiority ,  and  that  a  man's  in 
tellect  is  to  be  measured  by  his  money.  Ac 
cordingly  they  have  w  hat  is  termed  u  a  prop 
erty  qualification.'  By  their  present  consti- 
tution, a  man  must  be  possessed  of  fifty  acres 
of  land,  or  a  town  lot.  before  he  is  entitled 
to  vole  lor  members  to  serve  in  the  State 
Legislatuie.  To  qualify  one  for  a  sent  in 
the  lower  branch  of  their  State  Legislature 
he  must  be  "  possessed  in  his  own  right,  of 
live  hundred  acres  of  land  and  ten  negroes, 
or  $7oO. 

A  non  resilient,  however,  can  aspire  to  that 
high  honor,  provided  "he  shall  be  legally 
siezed  and  possessed  of  a  [settled  freehold  es 
late  (within  the  district)  of  the  value  of  five 
hundred  pounds  sterling  ($",500),  clear  of 
debt." 

If  one  has  $1,300  estate  clear  of  debt,  he 
can  be  a  State  Senator,  if  he  lives  within  the 
district  and  can  get  votes  enough.  Non  res 
idents,  however,  must  have$5,000 before  they 
lift  their  eyes  to  such  a  dizzy  height 

Before  one  can  aspire  to  the  Governorship 
ofS.  C.,he  must  show  title  to  a  settled  estate 
in  his  own  right,  -within  the  State,  of  the  value 
of  $7,500,  clear  of  debt.

With  such  a  Constitution,  it  is  an  easy 
matter  for  the  rich  few  to  control  the  Slate 
With  such  ideas  of  government,  they  will  not 
be  apt  to  take  a  model  from  any  of  the  Re 
publics,  either  ancient  or  modern.
